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WASHINGTON 
(AP) - House 
approval of a $33.3 billion weapons bill 
that includes additional funds for Navy 
ships and the controversial B-l bomber 
is expected to touch off a battle when 
the measure reaches the Senate. 


Rejecting nearly all efforts to cut the 
weapons measure, the House actually 
increased it by $1.1 billion Friday 
before giving it 298 to 52 approval and 
sending it to the Senate 


Along with efforts to cut money from 
the measure, the House defeated 
amendments seeking to reduce U.S. 
forces in the Pacific by 47,000 and to 
block testing of a sophisticated new 
multiple nuclear warhead. 


The $33.3 billion, a net $528 million 
more than lYesident Ford requested, 
would authorize obligations of $22 9 
billion for weapons procurement in the 
fiscal year starting Oct. I and $10.4 
billion for research and development 


The extra money for construction of 
Navy ships was added by the Armed 
Services Committee 
But the bill appeared headed for 
trouble in the Senate Armed Services 
Committee where chairman John C. 
Stennis, DMiss., has repeatedly said 
he intends to add no extra money for 
ships unless the Ford administration 
asks for it. And efforts to increase 
weapons spending are sure to set off 
fireworks in the Senate as a whole. 
The House actually added $2 2 billion 
to Ford's $6 3 billion ship construction 
request, but half of that would be 
deferred and counted against future 
budgets.

Senate Eyes Reform Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
is considering a bill spawned by the 
Watergate scandals that would require 
the president. Congress, federal 
judges and other government officials 
to make full disclosure of their 
finances. 


The result of 14 months of de­ 
liberation. the bill also will create a 
division in the Justice Department to 
investigate governm ent employe 
crimes It also sets up the mechanism 
to name a temporary special pros­ 
ecutor in cases of serious accusations 
against an incumbent president or 
members of his administration 


The bill, presented to the Senate on 
Friday, represents a redrafting of 
recommendations made originally in 
the

Watergate committee. 
Financial disclosure provisions of 
the bill apply to the president, vice 
president, Cabinet members, senators, 
House members, judges and all mili­ 


tary officers at or about the rank of 
Anil) colonel or Navy captain 
In essence, the measure applies to 
all federal employes earning more 
than $36,000 a year and to their spouses 
and dependents In all, some 15.000 
persons would be required to file 
disclosure reports annually with the

D-Conn., 
said the bill written by his panel seeks 
to provide the public with adequate 
information to judge the integrity of 
public officials, while insuring that 
those of finals will not be given special 
treatment when they are accused of 
crimes.

Any field 
that was in com in 1975 and will ta* 
planted to com this year must fiave an 
application of an insecticide at plant­ 
ing time, h«* says, or serious losses 
resulting from root worm damage can 
occur. Counties in Northwest Ohio 
where Western rootworm is expected 
are particularly vulnerable, he says. If 
treatment appears too expensive, then 
rotation as a control method should 
definitely be considered 
Where insecticides are applied, 
placement is very important. If the 
insecticide is in the wrong place, you 
can still lose* a crop stand. Blair says 
the 
recommended 
compounds 
Dyfonate and Thimet must be placed 
in a I>and on top of the soil, over the 
row, and in front of the packer wheel 
Some other compounds that are not 
recommended are also labeled for

banding only. lf any of these are 
dropped into the seed furrow, they will 
destroy the seed 
In Ohio, Counter is recommended for 
banding only, although it is labeled for 
another placement as well. Furadan 
can fa* (landed or dropped into the seed 
furrow 


Farmers, in the past few years, who 
were using Aldrin in the seed furrow 
failed to change the placement of in­ 
secticide when they switched to 
recommended compounds in 1975 The 
result was lost com stands, Hulking 
replanting necessary. 
Aldrin, Chlordane 
(B e lli, and 
Heptachlor have not 
controlled 
ringworms on some farms in Ohio for 
many years. In areas where Western 
rootworm is a problem, these com­ 
pounds are not expected to control the 
problem on any Ohio farm. In Nor­ 
thwest Ohio, if these compounds are 
used or if they are the only ones used in 
continuous com, it is about like ap­ 
plying no rootworm control at all, 
Blair says. Use of up-to-date recom­ 
mended rootworm compounds has 
generally given acceptable control, he 
says. 
To produce continuous com without 
loss from rootworm, select the proper 
compound, calibrate the equipment to 
apply maximum labeled rates, and 
follow closely label directions on 
placement. Otherwise it is a gamble 
that may lose the entire crop, Blair 
says. 
New O S H A Safety Standard 
Is Effective June 7

The Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) has just 
released a new safety standard af- 
f cot mg agricultural machinery and 
equipment The new standard goes 
into effect June 7, 1976, 
Extension Safety Specialist Clair 
Young of The Ohio State University 
Says the new safety ruling deals with 
guarding and shielding of moving 
parts and includes most agricultural 
field and farmstead machinery and 
equipment. Included are tractors and 
trailing or mounted implements; self 
propelled, self loading and gravity 
equipment; portable mixers; augers, 
conveyors und elevators; silo and bin 
unloaders; dryers, mixers, and bunk 
feeders and other field and farmstead 
equipment with moving parts, he says. 
The June 7 effective date applies 
prim arily 
to 
manufacturers 
of 
agricultural equipment in 
that 
a 
variety of guards and .shields will bt* 
required as standard equipment after 
that date, Young says. Equipment 
presently 
owned by 
fanners will 
require no special modification, with 
the exception of selected pieces of 


stationary 
farmstead 
electrical 
equipment and ull IT O shafts and 
conniptions not presently shielded. 
However, the standard does require 
fanner-employers to provide specific 
training for employees in safe 
operation, maintenance and ad­ 
justment of machinery and equipment. 
Also, 
it 
lays 
down 
specific 
requirements for 
posting 
warning 
signs, if not already existing, on 
selected 
pieces 
of 
equipment, 
regardless of the make or type in­ 
volved, he says. 
Farmstead equipment operated by 
electricity 
may 
require 
some 
mollifications to meet the new stan­ 
dard 
The electrical portion of the 
standard requires that electric power 
la- either under the immediate control 
of ail employee involved in operation 
and maintenance or that a incitive 
means of locking main switches be 
devised. Also, fanner-employers must 
Ik* concerned with the location of 
electrical or mechanical means of 
disconnecting the electric power to 
equipment located in bulk storage 
structures and similar equipment 
All circuit protection devices must 
be of the manual reset type If a far- 
mer-employer has equipment that

The 
pronounciation of words and sentences 
are almost life-like in their pauses and 
in their ac cents. 
The* speech rate, the* pitch of the* 
voice and the volume of the* sound c an 
be regulates! 
Braille, one of the greatest con­ 
tributions to the blind, may soon be 
replaced if mass production of these 
instruments can make them easily 
available. 


It is occasionally necessary to open

Butz has denied any involvement in 
the Callaway ski resort matter 
Forest Service chief John McGuire 
denied in testimony Thursday that his 
agency was swayed in any way 
because of contacts with Callaway. 
( aliaway was expected to testify 
before the Senate interior sub­ 
committee on environment and land 
resources today or Saturday. 
The subcommittee was to hear from 
other Forest Service officials today, as 
well 
as 
from 
officials 
of 
the 
Agriculture Department, the service’s 
parent agency. The panel us probing 
Callaway’s tactics in trying to per­ 
suade the Forest Service to approve 
expansion of his Crested Butte. Colo., 
resort onto a nearby federally owned 
mountain 
McGuire said Callaway had nothing 
to do with the Forest Service decision 
tentatively approving the expansion 
That decision overruled an earlier rec­ 
o n s lendation by lower-level Forest 
Service officials who suggested that 
the proposed expansion be blocked 
McGuire said he was aware of 
Callaw ay’s contacts with Forest 
Service and Agriculture Department 
officials rn the m atter, including a July 
3 meeting in Callaway’s Pentagon 
office. But he said he did not see 
anything wrong with this. 
Owen Malone, the subcommittee's 
chief investigator, said the July 3 
meeting was just one of many contacts 
either Callaway or his brother-in-law, 
Ralph Walton, had with top officials of 
both agencies. 
Walton us president of the Crested 
Butte Development Corp and a part- 
owner of the resort. Callaway holds a 
controlling 66 per cent interest in th** 
development firm 
Malone said Callaway’s intervention 
had an impact on Washington-level 
officials of both the Forest Service and 
the Agriculture Department 
He cited a July memo to Butz from 
then-Agriculture Undersecretary 
J. 
Phillip Campbell recommending that 
Butz "push" the Forest Service to 
draft an environmental statement that 
would, in effect, approve the proposed 
Crested Butte expansion. 
Malone said Campbell’s memo had a 
note written across it in what appeared 


to the Butz' handwriting. 
Dated August 18, this note said, 
"Phil (Campbell) thinks Bo is right on 
this....” Callaway's nickname is "Bo.”

treatment for racial minorities

called "reverse discrimination" — is 
constitutional in certain circum ­ 
stances, New York's highest court 
says. 
But the Court of Appeals said 
Thursday it does not necessarily ap­ 
prove of the practice because it feels 
preferential policies can sometimes be 
more harmful than helpful to minority 
group members. 
The court, unanimously upholding a 
lower court decision, ruled against a 
graduate student from Brooklyn who 
charged that Downstate Medical 
Center had rejected his application for 
admission w hile accepting those of less 
qualified minority students. 
In a similar situation two years ago, 
the U.S. Supreme Court by a 5 to 4 vote 
declined to rule whether the University 
of Washington I .aw School violated the 
Constitution when it turned down a 
white applicant. Marco DeFums Jr., 
while admitting less qualified and dis­ 
advantaged minority students 
The high court's majority said there 
no longer was a live controversy 
because DeFum s, who had sub­ 
sequently been admitted to the law 
school under a lower court ruling, 
would have graduated shortly after its 
decision no matter what its ruling.

Soviet Livestock 
Brave Cold W inter 


WASHINGTON 
(A P I — Despite 
substantial cutbacks in hogs and 
poultry to conserve precious grain, it 
appears the Soviet Union has been able 
to get its cattle inventory through the 
winter intact 


The Agriculture Department says 
the Soviet cattle heard as of March I 
was estimated at 83.7 million head, up 
2 per cent from 82.2 million on the 
same date of last year. 


Department officials have been 
watching Soviet livestock reports 
closely because they can provide some 
idea of how much grain Russia may 
need to import in the years ahead. F or 
example, 
if 
there 
had 
been 
a 
widespread liquidation of cattle herds, 
it probably would indicate a reduced 
need for U.S. grain in the future. 
The Soviet Union, however, has 
reduced hog and poultry numbers 
substantially since it became apparent 
last year that its 1975 grain harvest 
would fall far short of meeting needs 
As it turned out, the harvest was the 
smallest in a decade and forced Russia 
to buy huge amounts of foreign gram, 
including about 13.7 million metric 
tons from the United States. Officials 
say Russia may buy several million

Fourth of July birthday blast may be 
the last in which Americans personally 
salute Uncle Sam with anything much 
stronger than ladyfingers.

banning firecrackers containing more 
than 50 milligram s of powder have not 
attracted significant opposition and 
are expected to become perm anent in 
Septem ber 
These rules, aimed at the backyard 
variety of fireworks, would make all 
but the .smallest firecrackers - those 
called ladyfingers — illegal. 
The new federal regulations, drafted 
after a four-year study, won’t effect 
the display business. Nor will they 
alter bans on firecrackers now im­ 
posed in 32 states. Eighteen states still 
allow firecrackers, but current federal 
rules limit the size to 130 m illigram s of 
powder 
H ow ever. 
John 
C'onkling 
of 
Chestertown, Md., secretary of the 
American Pyrotechnics Association. 
said the state bans have not prevented 
a "healthy" black m arket in very 
large firecrackers — cherry bomb-size 
and larger 
Reports from the fireworks industry 
indicate the Bicentennial has helped 
spark a modest m anufacturing upturn 
"I wouldn't say it’s a booming 
year," the president of one large 
fireworks company said in an in­ 
terview. "But it’s going to be much 
better than last year or the year 
before.” 
( (inkling said most factories are 
working at full capacity. APA m em ­ 
bership, about 60 firm s, accounts for 
more than 90 per cent of the fireworks 
industry in the United States, he said 
APA m em bers already observe the 50- 
m illigram limit voluntarily. 
The fireworks industry keeps its 
production figures secret, and even the 
APA can't say what annual sales are. 
That makes it hard to gauge the Bi­ 
centennial business boost. 
"M ost of the m em bers are sort of 
quiet about their volum es," Conkling 
said. "W e’ve never taken a survey.” 
But Anthony Fabrizi, president of 
New Jersey Fireworks of Vineland, 
N J , and Elkton, Md., estim ated a 15 
per cent increase in output of retail 
fireworks this year. It could go to 20 
per cent, he said, if the et'onomy 
continues to improve. 
"Firew orks is a luxury item ," he 
said. 
Conkling said the APA agrees with 
the federal commission's findings and 
that the industry has no interest in 
seeing anyone hurt by fireworks

M ilitarily, 
Ford Says 


DALI.AS IAP) — A campaigning 
President Ford said today that the 
United States is ahead of every other 
nation, not only militarily but in “agri­ 
cultural, industrial, technological and 
moral strength.” 
Ford, trying to counter challenger 
Ronald Reagan’s claim that the nation 
is slipping behind the Soviet Union in 
armaments, said: 
“Our military capability Lh fully 
sufficient to deter aggression, keep the 
peace and to protect our national 
security. But strength involves more 
than military might. A nation's real 
power is measured more completely 
by considering a combination of its 
m ilitary, agricultural, industrial, 
technological and moral strength. In 
every one of these areas, the No. I 
nation in the world is the United States 
of America.” 
’Hie President made the claim in a 
text for an address at a convention of 
the Texas Grain and Feed Association 
in El Paso. 
Ford began his first campaign foray 
into Texas with appearances Friday in 
San Antonio and Dallas, and was to 
head back to Washington late tonight 
after a final speech in Amarillo.
